Ilst- 
laaaoaaa Mi yellowish or greenish 
topping*, Heroic measures are need- 
ed to stamp out this disease. All sick 
fowls should be killed nnd burned. 
The yards and houses should be thor- 
oughly sprinkled with some disinfect- 
ant solution. A coal tnr dip mixture 
Is BJOOd, or carbolic ncld may be used 
ut the rate of one gallon to twenty gal- 
lons of water. The drinking water 
should be disinfected by adding one 
part of corrosive sublimate to every 
„>,000 parts of water. There Is no way 
to cure the fowls after they once get 
the disease. All that can be hoped for 
Is to save the well ones. 

Probably the DMSl common poultry 
ilsease is roup. This Is really a germ 
disease, but the germs cannot well 
get a foothold except under special 
.•ondltions. These are found when the 
bird catches cold. The germs work 
mostly In the nasal passages, causing 
» cheesy secretion that has a very dls-

J 
mules, this amounting to about $16 
fper mouth per mule. The squad oper- 
ates one road scraper, costing $250; 
one dump wagon to each pair of 
mules, live "wheelers" (two wheel 
scrapers) and a supply of shovels. No 
roller or harrow is used, such Imple- 
ment having been found unnecessary. 
The mixing of the sand and the clay 
Is accomplished by the passage of traf 
flc over the surface. The total cost of 
construction of one mile of the best 
thirty foot wide snud-clay road, taking 
all the above items into considera- 
tion, is not over $400 per mile as an 
average. The cost of maintenance does 
not average over $10 per mile annually 
if the repair work Is done constantly. 
If the season is a rainy one the repair 
work should be done once a month. A 
floating gang of two or three men, all 
that is necessary, Is maintained for 
this purpose. With the two or three 
men four or Ave miles a day can be 
put lp perfect condition. 

In a personal letter to the writer Mr. 
Owens presents the following facts re- 
garding his methods of constructing 
sand-clay roads: 

"As requested. I will give you a 
short sketch of the sand and clay 
roads of Richland county. In January. 
1881), 1 took charge of the roads of 
Richland county, which were then in 
deep sand in two-thirds of the county, 
the balance being through sticky clay 
hills, with the exception of about two 
miles of macadam road which had 
proved too expensive for our county to 
continue to build. 

"I commenced covering the sand on 
the old Camden road with clay to 
about ten inches in depth. At first the 
people were displeased, it bad rained 
a great deal, and they were not accus- 
tomed to seeing muddy roads. I con- 
tinued to throw sand on the clay until 
It quit bogging and sticking to the 
wheels, keeping it crowned with an 
ordinary road scraper. After I had 
built a few miles of the road and It 
became smooth and hard the people 
were delighted. 

"As to the method of building, the 
first thing to do Is to grade the road 
and give It a very slight crown, not 
over two Inches to every ten feet from 
center to ditch. Theu the clay should 
be put on six inches deep, then sand 
on the clay as clear of vegetable mat- 
ter as possible. This keeps down the 
dust. It depends entirely on the qual- 
ity of clay as lo the necessary amount 
of sand. If it Is pipe clay or chalky 
kaolin it requires a great deal more 
•and. which has to be applied after 
each rain until the clay stops cutting 
•r bogging. The ruts should be kept 
closed and the proper crown kept on 
the road with a road machine until It 
becomes hard. The Important thing 
is the sand. It should be as clear of 
•oil as possible. If the sand is fine 
and badly water worn the result is 
not as good.

genuine scud hills, like portions of 
Richland county and Islington, whet-" 
clay can be found by digging pits on 
Ihe hillsides or in Ibe bottom* It costs 
i bout MOO per mile for a thirty foot 
load. Where the clny can be found 
near the roadside and often In the 
ditches by digging two or three feet 
It Is very much less. 

"Gravel roads are often mistaken 
for sand and clay roads. They are as 
old us macadam, and It does not re- 
quire the skill and care to build grav- 
el roads that It does those of sand 
and clay, especially where the clay 
changes from half sand aud half cluy 
and from that to a red. sticky clay 
and sometimes a white chalk or stiff 
pipe clay. It requires close attention 
In the application of the sand where 
this Is the case. I have had as good 
results putting sand on clay roads as 
I have clay on sand. 

"As to the durability of the sand and 
clny roads, they will Inst as long as 
macadam. There are stretches of 
sand and clay roads In Richland coun- 
ty where they are level that are in 
good condition that were built ten 
years ago. while the macadam road 
built to Hyatt's park twelve yenrs ago 
wns entirely rebuilt last year. I would 
any my experience is that automobiles 
improve sand and clay roads. I think 
ibe opinion of all road experts Is that 
they damage macadam very much. 
Since the automobiles are here and 
more are coming every day It Is ab- 
solutely uecessary to widen our roads 
to at least thirty feet. 

"One thing I would like to mentlon- 
ibat Is. In building sand and clay roads 
"cry little machinery Is needed. I have 
never used a roller. All the tools that 
are necessary are n road scraper, 
wheelers, dump wagons or carts and 
the rond plow. There are no drains. 
The crown extends to n "jaw" at the 
roadside which carries all the surface 
water better than a cut drain. Through 
swampy places the roadbed Is raised 
and tinderdrnlned." — E. J. Watson. 
Commissioner of Agriculture. Com- 
merce and industries.

TAKING THE CENCUS. 

The Number Of Enumerators For 
Each State. 



Washington, D. C. Sept. 18.— About 
sixty-five thousand enumerators will be 
needed for the thirteenth decennial 

of the United States, and also of 
Hawaii and Porto Rico, according to 
estimates prepared for Census Director 
Durand by Geographer Chas. S. Stone, 
of the census bureau, iu whose division

Director Durand points out that the 
per diem in 1900, according to the pro- 
visions of section 16 of the act approv- 
ed March 3, 1S09, were required to 
work ten hours a day, but, in the act 
providing for the thirteenth and subseg 
quent decennial census, the time is fix" 
ed at 9 hours a day. This reduction in I 
the daily hours will require an addition- 
al number of enumerators in the pro- 
portons of the country in which the per 

The present census law requires that 
the enumeration of the population shall 
be taken as of the 15th day of April, 
1010, and the enumerators must for- 
ward their returns to the supervisors, 
except that in any city having 5,000 in- 
habitants or more at the preceding cen- 
sus, the enumeration shall be complet- 
ed within two weeks. 

In looking over the details of esti- 
mates, Oklahoma and Washington are 
conspicious, as they will call for about 
a 300 per cent, increase over the 1900 
force of enumerators. 

Pennsylvania will continue in the 
leadership having slightly the largest 
number of enumerators; the 1910 force 
being estimated at 5,200 against 4720 in 
1900. New York is second with a pro- 
bable 5000 for 1010 as compared with 
4541 in IgOO. Next will come Illinois, 
then Ohio, Texas, Missouri, Massachu- 
setts, Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota 
and California, all needing 2000 or more 
enumerators each. 

Kentucky will need about 1600 enu- 
merators. In 1900, 1329 were used.
